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President’s  Message 


As  we  get  into  the  summer  months,  the  final  touches  are 
being  put  on  our  September  11  - 13  Central  States 
Numismatic  Society  Show  in  Harvey.  This  show  Is  a 
replay  of  our  very  successful  1997  show  with  a sold  out 
bourse  and  an  attendance  of  nearly  a thousand.  This 
show  should  be  our  best  yet,  as  the  market  is  strong.  The 


CSNS  show  In  Milwaukee  and  the  recent  Chicago  Invitational  Paper  Money 
Show  are  both  good  Indicators  of  this  trend.  We  already  have  many  of 
these  same  national  dealers  signed  up  for  our  own  show.  It's  unfortunate 
our  show  Isn't  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  who  will  want  to  come  at 
the  last  minute  but  we  are  already  nearly  sold  out. 

As  this  is  my  last  message  to  you  after  six  years  as  president,  I feel  a few 
brief  remarks  are  In  order.  As  I said  a few  years  ago,  after  promoting  two 
shows  in  Peoria  which  were  successful  but  not  at  the  level  I had 
anticipated,  I would  lead  the  association  in  whatever  direction  my  instincts 
tell  me.  It  is  unfortunate  that  it  is  not  possible  to  put  on  a major  show 
downstate  due  to  the  lack  of  collector  density  and  dealer  reluctance  to 
come  out  of  the  big  cities.  We  have  since  had  three  very  good  shows  on 
the  south  side  of  Chicago  and  the  best  Is  yet  to  come  in  September.  This 
spot,  though  not  perfect,  has  many  of  the  characteristics  of  what  we  need, 
including  an  excellent  location  from  all  four  directions,  reasonable  hotel 
prices,  closeness  to  the  Chicago  trade  yet  not  quite  in  the  city.  I have 
always  kept  in  mind  that  we  have  a largely  downstate  orientation  and  have 
tried  to  maintain  that  feeling  about  our  organization.  This  is  where  the  idea 
of  our  spring  show  was  born.  I understand  we  will  be  In  the  upper  west 
comer  of  our  state  next  spring  at  the  Quad  City  Coin  Show  at  Milan,  which 
is  a very  successful  and  fairly  large  show.  Our  board  members  are  all  the 
way  from  Mendota  in  the  north  to  Centralla  to  the  south,  which  is  another 
good  indicator  of  the  balance  we  have  in  the  State. 

Some  years  ago,  after  trying  different  things,  it  was  apparent  the  most 
important  aspects  of  our  organization  was  a good  show,  promotion  of  youth 
programs,  a good  Digest,  build  membership,  good  records  and  keep  the 
treasury  on  solid  footing.  We  have  been  able  to  accomplish  all  of  this  In 
the  last  six  years  with  the  exception  of  the  membership.  Although  we 
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were  close  to  400  members  a few  years  ago,  we  are  again  going  to  be 
below  300  members  for  the  first  time  since  I first  became  president.  It  is 
hard  to  understand  people  who  attend  and  benefit  from  ILNA  sponsored 
shows,  but  let  their  membership  expire.  Believe  me  there  isn’t  any  money 
made  on  dues,  as  the  Digest  eats  up  most  of  the  fee  of  $7.00. 

In  closing,  the  organization  is  left  In  the  capable  hands  of  Jack  Huggins 
and  a seasoned  and  capable  board.  I wish  to  thank  all  of  the  people  who 
have  helped  these  past  years  to  make  us  a little  better  each  year. 

A special  thanks  to  Cliff  Mishler,  John  and  Nancy  Wilson,  Jerry  Lebo,  John 
Wright,  Tim  Kyzivat  for  their  support  and  all  the  past  and  present  board 
members  who  gave  so  freely  of  their  time  and  talents  over  the  years.  A 
special  thanks  to  my  wife  Donna  for  all  of  her  support.  There  are  just  to 
many  people  over  six  years  to  name  all  of  them.  Be  sure  and  vote.  It  has 
been  a great  six  years  meeting  all  the  people  in  numismatics.  See  you  in 
September  at  the  Fall  Show.

Spring  Board  Meeting 
Springfield,  IL. , 3/22/98 


Meeting  started  at  12:30  PM.  Those  in  attendance  were  Kermit  Wasmer, 
Jack  Huggins,  William  Burbridge,  Steve  Butler,  Roy  Kuester,  Michael 
Doran,  Clayton  Hagemann,  Jimmy  Kaczor,  Wes  Payton,  and  Frank 
Zapushek. 


The  Secretary’s  Report  was  accepted  as  read.  First  Motion  by  Roy 
Kuester,  seconded  by  Clayton  Hagemann.  Approved  by  all  attending. 

Jack  Huggins  made  a motion  that  Frank  Zapushek  be  accepted  to  replace 
Jack  Zillion  as  Secretary.  Michael  Doran  seconded  the  motion  and  was 
carried  by  all  present. 

Jack  Huggins  discussed  the  changes  to  the  Constitution.  One  change  is 
that  the  new  Constitution  was  previously  voted  on  at  the  general 
membership  meeting.  Now  it  will  be  placed  on  a ballot  and  sent  to  the 
membership  for  approval.  Responsibility  of  each  officer  and  board  member 
was  discussed. 


If  there  is  a tie  for  an  office,  a coin  toss  will  decide  the  winner.  This  way  the 
board  does  not  need  to  vote  on  one  of  its  own  members. 


It  was  decided  that  postage  to  return  the  ballot  should  not  be  paid  by  ILNA. 

A motion  was  placed  by  Jack  Huggins  to  accept  the  changes  that  were 
discussed.  The  motion  was  seconded  by  Jimmy  Kaczor.  Approved  by  all  In 
attendance. 

Jimmy  Kaczor  discussed  that  the  new  videos  had  been  used  twice. 

Frank  Zapushek  discussed  the  changes  in  the  spring  1998  Digest.  All 
manual  labor  has  been  removed  in  mailing  the  digest.  Labels  are  printed 
on  the  digest  during  the  printing,  cost  of  each  Digest  has  been  dropped 
from  $2.05  each  to  $1.52  each.  Saving  ILNA  about  $781  this  year.  By 
using  bar-codes  with  the  address,  postage  for  each  digest  will  be  dropped 
from  25.6  cents  per  digest  to  16.5  cents  per  digest. 

Frank  Zapushek  discussed  changes  to  the  Digest.  It  was  recommend  that 
the  header  and  page  numbers  be  dropped  from  all  odd  numbered  pages.  It 
was  recommended  that  standard  ad  sizes  be  1/3  page,  1/2  page,  full  page. 
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A new  cover  design  was  presented  and  the  advertising  rates  would  be  in- 
creased. Jack  Huggins  made  a motion  to  accept  the  changes  as  pre- 
sented. Michael  Doran  seconded.  All  in  attendance  voted  to  approve  the 
changes. 

The  1998  fall  show  is  on  schedule  and  will  be  discussed  in  more  detail  at 
the  summer  picnic  meeting  on  June  14,  1998.  An  ILNA  bill  was  viewed  that 
would  give  each  dealer  money  for  coffee  and  donuts  at  the  fall  show.  It  has 
been  mailed  to  John  Wilson  and  Cliff  Mishler  to  see  if  it  would  met  their 
approval. 

Clayton  Hagemann  announced  that  65  tables  are  sold  in  the  main  room,  3 
tables  In  the  hallway  and  two  tables  in  the  small  room.  ANACS  may  be 
moved  out  of  the  entrance,  to  avoid  collectors  blocking  the  entrance.  No 
speakers  on  Friday,  attendance  does  not  support  Friday  speakers. 

Jack  Huggins  announced  that  the  spring  1999  ILNA  show  is  still  open.  If 
any  club  or  clubs  would  like  to  sponsor  the  show,  they  should  send  Jack 
Huggins  a written  request. 

Jack  Huggins  announced  that  the  fall  show  for  1999  will  be  back  at  the  Ra- 
mada  Inn,  Harvey,  IL.,  on  October  8,  9,  & 10. 

New  Business 

Kermit  Wasmer  appointed  Wes  Payton  to  head  a committee  to  announce 
an  ILNA  youth  scholarship  to  the  ANA  Summer  Conference.  Frank 
Zapushek,  Sonny  Henry  & Clayton  Hagemann  were  also  appointed  to  the 
committee.  The  announcement  will  be  In  the  fall  98  Digest  and  will  be  open 
to  all  ILNA  members  under  the  age  of  18  years.  ANA  will  pay  half  of  the 
scholarship  if  ILNA  pays  the  other  half. 

Kermit  Wasmer  formally  announced  that  Jack  Zillion  had  retired  and  asked 
for  a resolution  to  give  Jack  $100  for  all  his  efforts  while  In  office  and  a 
plaque  to  present  Jack  for  his  fine  work.  Bill  Burbridge  made  a motion  to 
accept  Kermit’s  recommendation  and  was  seconded  by  Jimmy  Kaczor. 

All  members  voted  to  accept  the  recommendation.

The  Napoleonic  Wars  were  still  raging  this  year.  At  the  battle  of  Wolgram 
(France  vs  Austria),  a full  sixth  of  both  180,000  man  armies  were 
casualties.  Napoleon  divorced  Josephine  this  year  over  "matters  of  state"  - 
- she  had  not  produced  a male  heir.  When  the  Papal  states  fell  this  year 
the  Pope  was  taken  captive  by  the  French.  Fie  would  be  a prisoner  for  five 
years. 

In  this  country  the  "Phoenix"  made  the  first  ocean  voyage  by  a steamboat, 
paddling  from  New  York  to  the  Delaware  River  and  on  to  Philadelphia.  The 
first  US  parochial  school  was  founded  this  year  by  Elizabeth  Seaton,  who 
166  years  later  would  be  canonized  as  the  first  American  saint. 

The  Illinois  Territory  was  cut  from  Indiana  Territory  this  year,  and  the 
Treaty  of  Fort  Wayne  took  another  three  million  acres  from  the  Indians. 
Writing  under  the  name  "Diedrich  Knickerbocker",  New  Yorker  Washington 
Irving  published  "A  History  of  New  York  from  the  Beginning  of  the  World  to 
the  End  of  the  Dutch  Dynesty".  Irving's  other  works  include  "The  Legend  of 
Sleepy  Hollow"  and  "Rip  Van  Winkle". 

This  was  the  year  that  James  Madison  became  the  fourth  US  President. 
Notable  people  born  this  year  include  Alfred  Tennyson,  Edgar  Allen  Poe, 
Felix  Mendelssohn,  Louis  Braille,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Charles  Darwin, 
and  Abraham  Lincoln. 

That  last  one  gave  it  away,  didn't  it!  The  year  was  1809.  This  year  saw  the 
conversion  of  the  last  US  coin  denominations  from  the  "flowing  hair"  types 
to  the  John  Reich  "capped  bust"  designs,  with  Miss  Liberty  wearing  a 
Phrygian  cap  or  a hairdo  and  headband  that  simulates  such  a cap.  The 
Philadelphia  mint  struck  two  denominations  in  copper,  two  in  silver,  and 
one  in  gold  this  year. 

The  most  common  US  coins  of  1809  are  the  half  cent  and  the  half  dollar, 
with  a bit  over  a million  of  each  coined.  At  today's  rates,  that's  only  a few 
hours'  production.  The  scarcest  Guidebook  types  of  this  year  are  the  dime 
and  half  eagle,  with  fewer  than  85,000  pieces  combined.  Surprisingly,  the 
slightly  scarcer  half  eagle  ($5  gold)  costs  only  two  to  four  times  as  much  as 
the  dime.

ILLINOIS  NUMISMATIC  ASSOCIATION 

CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I - TITLE  AND  OBJECTIVES 

SECTION  1 

This  organization  shall  be  known  as  the  “ILLINOIS  NUMISMATIC 
ASSOCIATION.  When  appropriate  the  acronym  “ILNA”  may  be 
substituted. 

SECTION  2 

The  objective  of  ILNA  shall  be  to  encourage  and  dispense  numismatic  an 
and  for  the  particular  purpose  of  bringing  the  Numismatists  of  Illinois  into  ^ 
close  relationship  with  one  another. 


ARTICLE  II  - MEMBERSHIP 


SECTION  1 

Any  person  of  good  moral  character,  eighteen  years  of  age  or  over,  shall  be 
eligible  for  regular  membership.  Those  less  than  eighteen  years  of  age  shall 
be  eligible  for  Junior  membership.  Any  Club,  Museum,  or  School  shall  be 
eligible  for  regular  membership,  provided  the  applicant  is  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

SECTION  2 

A regular  member  in  good  standing  for  a minimum  of  one  year  shall  be 
eligible  for  Life  Membership,  provided  the  applicant  is  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 
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ARTICLE  III  - OFFICERS 


SECTION  1 

The  elective  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  as  follows:  President, 
Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  ten  Governors. 

SECTION  2 

The  President  shall  be  responsible  for  interpreting  and  upholding  the 
Constitution.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  supervise  all 
matters  of  interest  to  the  Association.  The  President  shall  appoint  an 
ILNA  Editor,  Curator-Historian,  and  any  appointments  that  coincide  with 
his  administration.  Any  unexpired  vacancy  on  the  board  shall  be  filled  by 
Presidential  appointment.  The  President  shall  be  the  State  Convention 
Chairman.  A convention  report  is  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Governors 
by  the  meeting  following  the  Convention. 

SECTION  3 

The  Vice-President  shall  serve  in  the  President’s  absence,  and  shall 
perform  the  duties  of  chairman  of  the  election  committee. 

SECTION  4 

The  Secretary  shall  record  the  minutes  of  the  Association  Meetings, 
preserve  all  documents,  handle  general  correspondence,  keep  a correct  list 
of  members  with  their  current  addresses,  notify  members  in  arrears  of 
dues,  file  with  the  State  of  Illinois  the  not-for-profit  corporation  report 
annually  and  receive  monies  paid  into  the  Association  paying  the  same 
over  to  the  Treasurer,  taking  his  receipt  thereof 

SECTION  5 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  monies  from  the  Secretary,  keep  an 
accurate  account  of  all  transactions,  present  a statement  of  all  receipts  and 
expenditures  at  the  annual  meeting  or  whenever  requested  by  the 
President.  All  funds  shall  be  deposited  in  the  bank  designated  by  the 
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Treasurer  and  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  in  the  name  of 
the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association.  An  audit  shall  be  made  on  or 
immediately  after  the  annual  meeting  and,  or  when  the  Treasurer  leaves 
office.  The  President  may  appoint  an  audit  committee.

SECTION^ 

The  Board  of  Governors  shall  have  the  power  to  act  on  the  affairs  and 
business  of  the  Association.  These  matters  may  range  fi'om  setting  duties, 
fees,  admissions  of  applications,  election  matters,  compensation  of 
officers,  rule  on  disposition  of  formal  charges  brought  against  a member, 
and  remove  fi'om  office  any  elected  or  appointed  officer  who  does  not  or 
cannot  meet  the  requirements  of  the  office. 


ARTICLE  IV  - APPLICATION,  DUES  AND  SUSPENSION 

SECTION  I 

Applications  to  become  regular,  junior  or  life  members  shall  be  made  in 
writing  on  forms  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Governors. 

SECTION  2 

The  annual  dues  and  life  membership  fees  shall  be  determined  by  the 
Board  of  Governors. 

SECTION  3 

Any  member  in  arrears  more  than  three  months  shall  be  automatically 
removed  from  the  role  of  membership. 

SECTION  4 

Charges  brought  against  any  member  of  conduct  prejudicial  to  the  welfare 
of  the  Association  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  by  the  person  making 
such  charges.  The  identity  of  the  person  making  the  charges  with  the 
particulars  thereof,  shall  be  filed  with  the  President  who  shall  there  upon 
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furnish  the  accused  member  with  a written  copy  thereof.  The  accused 
member  shall  be  afforded  a reasonable  opportunity  to  enter  a written 
defense  to  such  charges.  The  matter  shall  then  be  referred  to  the  Board  of 
Governors,  which  shall  determine  the  case  under  any  such  rules  and 
regulations  it  may  adopt.  The  Board  of  Governors  may  dismiss  such 
charges,  or  it  may  censure,  suspend,  or  expel  such  accused  member.  Until 
the  final  decision  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  the  accused  member  shall 
continue  in  good  standing  and  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appealing  the 
case  to  the  membership  at  the  following  meeting.  Any  disciplinary  action 
taken  by  the  American  Numismatic  Association  or  the  Central  States 
Numismatic  Society  in  regards  to  the  conduct  of  a member  will 
automatically  become  applied  by  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association. 


ARTICLE  V - MEETINGS 


SECTION  1 

The  Association  shall  hold  an  annual  convention.  The  site  is  to  be 
determined  by  the  President.  The  state  convention  must  be  held  the  first 
weekend  after  Labor  Day.  Unless,  the  President  deems  another  date  is 
advantageous. 

SECTION  2 

The  annual  membership  and  Board  of  Governors  meeting  is  to  be  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  annual  convention. 

SECTION  3 

There  shall  be  at  least  four  Board  of  Governors  meetings  during  the  year. 
Other  membership  or  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President . 
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ARTICLE  VI  - NOMINATION  AND  VOTING 


SECTION  1 

At  least  ninety  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  the  President  shall  in  the 
“Digest”  issue  a call  for  nominations  of  officers. 

SECTION  2 

The  officers  elected  to  a two  year  term  are:  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Five  Governors  shall  be  elected  annually  and 
shall  serve  a two  year  term.  No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  election  as 
President  or  Vice-President  unless  that  member  shall  have  first  served  at 
least  one  year  as  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

SECTION  3 

All  nominations  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be  sent  to  the  Secretary. 
Official  nominees  must  submit  to  the  Secretary  before  said  nominee  will 
be  placed  on  the  ballot.  Nominations  shall  close  sixty  days  before  the 
date  of  the  annual  meeting. 

SECTION  4 

The  Secretary  shall  have  a ballot  printed.  The  official  ballot  will  be 
mailed  to  each  member  along  with  a return  envelope  marked  “OFFICIAL 
BALLOT”.  The  envelope  containing  the  executed  ballots  shall  be 
unopened  and  delivered  to  the  Vice-President.  The  Vice-President,  in  the 
presence  of  the  election  committee,  shall  count  the  ballots  and  announce 
the  elected  officers. 

SECTION  5 

The  candidate  or  candidates  receiving  the  largest  number  of  votes  for  the 
respective  offices  shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  event  of  a tie,  a coin 
toss  will  be  held.  Election  results  will  be  announced  at  the  annual 
meeting. 
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SECTION  6 


Officers  will  assume  their  duties  at  the  last  session  of  the  annual  meeting 
at  which  the  election  is  held  and  hold  office  until  their  successors  have 
been  duly  elected  and  installed. 

SECTION  7 

Each  Officer,  at  the  expiration  of  the  t^rm  of  office,  shall  deliver  to  his 
successor  all  books,  papers,  money  or  other  property  of  the  Association 
which  is  in  their  possession. 


ARTICLE  VII  - GENERAL 


SECTION  1 

The  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  membership.  During 
the  election  of  officers  every  two  years.  Any  amendments  will  be 
announced  in  the  “Digest”  summer  edition  and  placed  on  the  “Official 
Ballot”.  The 

amendments  will  be  changed  by  majority  vote  and  announced  at  the 
annual  general  membership  meeting. 

SECTION  2 

The  fiscal  year  of  the  Association  shall  be  September  1 to  August  3 1 . 
SECTION  3 

All  former  bylaws  of  the  Association  not  contained  in  the  foregoing  are 
hereby  repealed  and  annulled. 

SECTION  4 

The  parliamentary  procedure  of  all  meetings  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  accepted  “ Robert’s  Rules  of  Order.”

Only  the  half  dollar  and  the  half  eagle  of  this  year  boast  a true  overdate 
(1809/8).  The  so-called  "1809/6"  half  cent  is  a multiple  punching  of  a date 
digit,  as  is  the  "1809  with  Circle  inside  0". 

But  for  me,  the  fascination  of  this  year  is  the  large  cent.  With  a mintage  of 
only  222,867  pieces,  it  is  the  scarcest  year  and  variety  of  the  Classic  Head 
large  cents  (1808-1814).  It  is  one  of  only  three  single-variety  years  in  the 
large  cent  series  (1804,  1806,  1809),  and  its  date  shows  a peculiarity  that 
bears  closer  scrutiny. 

The  final  date-digit  on  the  1809  cent  has  a large  lump  below  its  center  loop. 
Some  people  have  proposed  this  as  evidence  of  an  underfigure,  but  it  is 
not.  This  imperfect  numeral  punch  is  seen  again,  now  inverted  as  a 6,  on 
all  cents  of  1816.  On  these,  the  lump  is  above  the  center  loop  of  the  6. 
And  this  same  defective  punch  makes  its  curtain  call  on  one  variety  of  1819 
half  dollar  - ten  years  later.  Now  THAT  is  a fascination  that  surpasses 
scarcity  or  price!

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The  Tribute  Penny 
By  Scott  T.  Rottinghaus 

Imagine  holding  in  your  hand  a coin  that  is  mentioned  in  the  Bible  and  was 
used  by  Jesus  to  teach  an  important  lesson.  If  you’re  a collector  of  ancient 
coins,  you  can  do  just  that. 

This  is  “A-N-A’s  Money  Talks.” 

In  chapter  twelve  of  his  gospel,  Mark  tells  the  story  of  the  Pharisees  trying 
to  catch  Jesus  with  his  words.  They  asked  Jesus  whether  or  not  they 
should  pay  taxes  to  Caesar.  They  knew  that  if  Jesus  said  it  was  unlawful  to 
pay  tribute  to  Caesar,  he  would  be  rejecting  the  authority  of  the  Roman 
government.  But  if  Jesus  said  to  pay  the  tax,  he  would  appear  to  be  putting 
Caesar’s  authority  ahead  of  God’s.  Jesus  realized  they  were  trying  to  trap 
him.  According  to  Mart,  he  commanded  them  to  bring  him  a penny.  When 
they  showed  it  to  him,  Jesus  asked,  “Whose  is  this  image  and  inscription?” 

“Caesar’s,  “ they  replied. 

Jesus  answered,  "Render  therefore  to  Caesar  the  things  that  are  Caesar’s, 
and  to  God  the  things  that  are  God’s.” 

This  story,  also  told  by  Matthew  and  Luke,  has  made  the  “tribute  penny” 
one  of  the  most  popular  and  famous  coins.  The  “penny”  mentioned  in  the 
King  James  translation  of  the  Bible,  was  actually  a Roman  denarius,  a 
small  silver  coin  about  the  size  of  our  dime.  The  Roman  emperor  during 
Jesus’  ministry  was  Tiberius  Caesar,  who  ruled  between  14  and  37  A.D. 

So  Tiberius’  denarii  are  identified  today  as  the  famous  tribute  penny. 

The  front  side  of  Tiberius’  coin  shows  the  emperor’s  head,  along  with  his 
name  and  royal  titles.  The  most  common  reverse  side  depicts  a seated  fig- 
ure of  Tiberius’  mother,  Livia,  with  an  inscription  identifying  Tiberius  as  the 
high  priest  of  the  Roman  religion. 

The  denarius  would  have  been  a good  daily  wage  in  Jesus’  time.  Today,  a 
“tribute  penny”  is  worth  about  $150.  And  we  can  still  gaze  at  Tiberius”  por- 
trait, and  imagine  that  this  might  just  be  the  coin  that  Jesus  once  held.
